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REMARKS 



The Examiner requests under 35 U.S.C. § 121 election of a single 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits. Specifically, the Examiner finds 
patentably distinct species of hydrophllic polymers in claim 5 and of affinity 
moieties In claim 1 1 . 

Consonant with this requirement, Applicants elect for prosecution on the 
merits the hydrophilic polymer polyethylene glycol and the affinity moiety of a 
peptide. Claims readable on the election are claims 1-3. 5-10, and 12-17. 

Applicants understand that upon allowance of a generic claim, 
consideration of the additional species written in dependent form will be 
provided.
